THE GRECIAN LEADERS. 
PANOS CORONEAS, THE MILITARY CHIEF 
OF THE CRRETANS 

The master spirit of the Cretan insur 
rection, who not only directs the mili- 
tary operations of the Cretans in 
field, but who is the real ** head center 
of the widespread Greek or Hellenic eon- 
spiration, Whose aim is the re-establish- 
ment of the Greek nationality on the 
ruins of the European Turkish empire, 
is the Jate Greek secretary of war, lieu- 
tenant-colonel of artillery, l’anos Koro- 

He was bornin 1815, in the beautifal, 
sunny island of Cerigo, the old K.ytherea, 
renownes in classic times by its magnifi- 
cent temple of Venus, who bore from 
this isiand, inhabitants were her 
most devoted worshipers, the name of 
“Venus His father wasa 
wealthy merehant, and had participated 
in the erwel and bloody war of Greek in- 
depehdence against the Turks, (1820 
1830,) commanding a sloop in the .gean 
sea. Young Koroneos received a classic 
education in Athens, uaoder tlie di- 
rection of some of the German 
scholars and professors who came 
from Bavaria with King Otho. When 
eighteen years old he entered the regu- 
lar army, apd distinguished himself so 
much during a service of nearly (wenty 


years, that in 1852 he was made a lieu- 


tenant-colonel of artidery. ‘In 1534 we 
find him as royal Greek military com- 
missioner in the Russian army feadquar- 
ters at the siere of Silistria. and in this 
position he had occasiow, like our West 
Point officers, McCleliau McDowell 
tostudy great war.’’ The Crimea 

campaign belug ended, he happened to 
make the acquaintance of one of our 
distinguished countrymen, Chr. Bohlen, 
Exeq., of Philadelphia, with whom he 
traveled through Asia Minor. Bolen 
returned to the United States to raise, at 
his own expense, in 1561, aregiment (the 
78th Pennsylvania velunteerr<) in Phila 
delphia, made the western Virginia eam- 
paign under Fremont, aud was ki:led in 
the summer of 1562 on the banks of the 
Rappabanbock, commanding the third 
brigade in Blenker's Germau division. 
Korenoes coutinued his travels to Asia 
Minor and the islands, and par- 
ticipated as volunt in the French ex- 
pedition to Syria (1554). Having re- 
turned to Athens, he was appointed com- 
manding inspector of artillery (chief of 
ordnance) and deputy secretary of war; 
but he resigued suddenivy—we dou't know 
for what reason—and became the politi- 
eal leader of the oppositiou party 
King Otho and the Bavarian dynasty. 
It iseaid that at this time he was ini- 
tiated and received as memier of the 
“great council of the Pasnblellenion or 
the Hellenic brotherhood,’’ the great 
eecret league, lodwes of which exist in 
every city and Viliage in Greece, Rume 
lia, Macedonia, Liyadia, the A¢zean 
isljands, the Danubian principalities, in 
Zante, Messina, Ligono, and even under 
the eyes of the Turkish government 
at Constantinople end Mimyrna. It

In these things the state conceded in 
the fullest manner all that was claimed, 
or supposed fo be claimed of her by the 
national government, and as required by 
the exigencies. 

These important events — transpired 
during the recess of congress.

“ And while the mode presented is the 
best the executive can suggest, with his 

nt impressions, it must not be un- 
Sasueod that no other possible mode 
would be acceptable.’’ 

The essential features of President 
Lincoln’s “plan” may be thus analyzed 
and summed up: 

1. The state governments must be in- 
augurated on the basis of the absolute 
freedom of the colored race. 

2. Those alone who were electors by 
the Jaw of the state, immediately prior 
to secession, could vote. 

3. Buch only of them as had given 
evidence of loyalty to the government 
and the constitution by taking tlre form 
of oath indicated. 

4. A small number of the electors 
might initiate state governments, for the 
plain reason, however, that an opportu- 
nity did not offer to 4! to participate. 

5. The exclusion of certain enume- 
rated classes of persons from amnesty 
and of the oath. 

At the date of this _rotemetion the 
war was flagrant. e national au- 
thority had not been completely. re- 
stored over the entire territory of an 
oue state. Therefore, it was provided, 
that a less number than a majority of the 
voters might be enabled to set up state 
governments. 

In May, 1865, all opposition to the fed- 
eral government had been overcome. 
The state functionaries were removed, 
and there was no other government than 
such as was administered by military 
authority. 

Up to this time congress had not pre- 
scribed the conditions on which the 
states should be restored. 

In June, 1865, President Johnson be- 
gun the work of reconstruction, on the 
same plan, and in agreement with the 
— laid down by Mr. Lincoln. 

e appointed a provisional governor, 
and instructed him to call a convention, 
to be elected by the voters who had taken 
au oath identical in terms with the oue 
contained in President Lincoln’s procia- 
mation. All might vote who would 
thus prepare themselves; for the eutire 
state was subject to the national rule.

Dispaten of 


he Turkish Goy- 
ment.

CONSTANTINOPLE, January 14.—Sub-. 
joined is the text of the cireuiar dispatch 
| forwarded on the 25th ultimo by the 
Turkish government to its representa- 
tives at Paris, London and St. Peters- 
burg, in which complaint is made of the 
recent policy pursued by Greece. 
CONSTANTINOPLE, December 26, 1864. 
Sir: You have already learned from 
my former dispatches the pacification of 
the island of Crete, and the concentra- 
tion of the remaining insurgents solely 
atthe two points of Selinos and Kassa- 
mos. I hope to be able to announce to 
telegraph their complete sutju- 
ation before the arrival of this dispatch. 
, It is notorious, sir, that the insurrection 
| might have been suppressed far sooner, 
and perhaps without bloodshed, if Hel- 
_lenic agitators eutering from abroad had 
‘not influenced the inhabitants § of 
the island by criminal intrigues and 
menacing threats, which have only con- 
tributed to prolong’ the revolt and in- 
crease the number of the unfortunate 
victims. When the Hellenes became 
convinced of the non-suecess of fleir 
guilty plans with regard to Crete, 
they began openly to disturb tranquility 
in Epirus and Thessaly. Throwing aside 
all disguise, they came to organize bands 
of robbers who cross the frontiers under 
the protection of the military 
force of the Greek government as- 
sembled at Lamia and Cawagsare, 
murder those of our Christian  sub- 
jects who fall inte their hands while of- 
fering resistance, and plunder their prop- 
erty. Large preparations have been 
made by sea and on land with the inten- 
tion of more energetic proceedings in the 
spring. We find ourselves, therefore, at 
present, not face to face with an insurrec- 
tion athome, but in the presence of a 
government which endeavors and makes 
manifest preparations to revolutionize 
our territory. I am happy to be able to 
state that notwithstanding the most vio- 
lent intrigues of Greece,the greatest quiet 
prevails throughout the empire. In 
view of the events now becoming devel- 
oped, therefore, we feel thoroughly eon- 
vinced that friendly powers will admit 
that the manifestly hostile conduct of 
the Greek government, both with regard 
to Crete and-to the general tranquility in 
the other provinces of the realm, is with- 
out parallel between two states living at 
peace. They will at the same time 
admit that the sublime porte, solely ia- 
spired by the wish of preserving peace has 
given proofs of unexampled self-denial. 
But there are limits which can vot and 
must not be overstepped, and it can 
hardly be a matter of indifference to his 
imperial majesty the sultan that a con- 
siderable portion of his subjects who de- 
sire to live quietly and enjoy the pro- 
tection guaranteed to them, should fall 
victims to the passions and destructive 
schemes of Greek adventurers, and that 
the tranquility of his empire should 


be disturbed aud endangered. If, 
therefore, the Greek government, 
setting aside the obligations iim- 


upon it by treaties, should per- 
severe in the course it has hitherto pur- 
sued, the imperial government will! find 
itself compelled to adopt measures re- 
quired by the duty of providing for its 
own security, leaving at the same time 
to the Greeks the full responsibility for 
all the consequences such measures might 
entail. We are of opinion, sir, that the 
three protecting powers of Greece, who 
so sincerely uphold peace and tranquility 
in the east, and in like manner wish to 
see the treaties held inviolate whici 
guarantee the integrity of the realm, 
will alone able to avert this 
possibility by bringing baek through 
collective and effectual action, tbe 
Greek government to the path of 
loyalty and international duties ; and by 
categorically declaring that they disap- 
prove her present conduct.
